We are entirely sincere when we 
express our horror at this monstrosity and 
our amazement at the apathy of the 
people, and our utterance in this regard is 
entitied to the more consideration because 
we have given the country every reason to 
acquit us of any servility to party and any 
prejudice, either against black men or 
Union men. This country, and all its free 
institutions, is the common property of the 
people who inhabit it. We have stood for 
the rights of the whole of them, and have 
made many sacrifices for the sake of 
vindicating the imtelligence and the 
humanity of the South, whose citizens are 
as order-loving, as liberal and as ready to 
bear their burdens and do their duty by a 
Union of equal States as the citizens of 
the North.

By recognizing them as parts of the Con- 
stitution—and no one seems to deny that 
—and admitting the rights they confer 
uyon the blacks—we do not stultify the 
opposition we offered to them before they 
became parts of the organic law. We 
simply say, “Well, we do not think these 
measures were wise in themselves or that 
they_were fairly enacted. To wrest mil- 
lions’of dollars’ worth of property, in 
slaves Orin any other representation of 
money, by force from a people, was an 
outrage on the part of the government 
that didit. But we do not propose to 
restore slavery. To take up a huddle of 
ignorant negroes, just emancipated 
from bondage, and make them cit- 
izens and voters, was a danger- 
ous and unjust assertion of the . Federal 
power. But we do not propose to get up 
a new revolution, and set the negro back 
where he began. Bad as matters have 
been made by violence, they might be 
made worse by counter violence. What

' the black men, however indiscreetly or 
fraudulently conferred, that we are after, 
but the liberties of the entire race of white 
men, which are about to be swallowed up 
by this fearful meelstrom of Radical usurpa- 
tion and eternal hate.” 


This seems to us a true and fair inter- 
pretation of the issue; and it can only be met 
on the part of those Democrats who con- 
test it by a proposition to make the repeal 
of the amendments a direct test and the 
cardinal. plank in the Democratic plat- 
form. 

The recent Democratic address means 
what we have sketched or it means noth- 
ing at all. It says not oné word about 
repealing the amendments, It dis- 
tinctly counsels that every citizen 
shall be protected in all his rights under 
each one of those amendments.

If they are 
right the address is a fraud, a bit of double- 
faced gibberish, meant to deceive, which 
it clearly is not.

This spirit once fairly ecicn into the 
national organism would reduce govern- 
ment to the current passions of the party 
holding the ascendant; the strong always 
think they are right, and, where they do 
not, dissimulation is casy. As a rule, 
however, both sides to a controversy are 
equally confident and sincere, There must 
be some standard of measurement, there- 
fore, some arbiter; some umpire, some 
middle ground. Very wisely the founders 
of our Government fixed the Constitution 
as the point to which disputes might be 
brought and settled. weg say Court 
exists as an interpreter. two houses 
of Congress are law-makers. The Presi- 
dent is but an executive. Our sentimental 
writer, reflecting the ultraism of ultra 
ideas, would subvert all this because he 
and his class are angry and excited, and 
he would do this on the simple assertion 
that “good men know they are right and 
bad men know they are wrong,” a very 
loose and general method of reasoning, in-~ 
deed. 

A better theory of government, or one 
Which, up to our civil. war, werked more 
effectively, could hardly be devised than. 
that on which our Republican system has 
built itself, To Congress and the Presi- 
dent, guided by the Constitution, belong 
the care of the nation at large; its general 
well-beipg at home; its relations with 
foreign powers; its finances, its marme, 
its postal service, its military and interior 
departments, To the States are commit- 
ted the more minute particles that enter 
into the popular fabric, the protection of 
life and property, the domestic police, 
local commerce, improvements, and econ- 
omy. This is certainly a wise division of 
power. It implies a sacrifice on neither 
side. There are branches of the public 
business which the States can attend to 
with more particularity and _ effect 
than the General Government. There 
are otber departments which 
cap ocniy be administered by 
the Federal Government. Reciprocal 
interests and convenience suggested the 
adjustment in the beginning and the early 
working of the organism thus established 
has confirmed the judgment of the found- 
ers of our Republic. On all these points 
the Constitution is too plain to be misun—- 
derstood. But most of them have been 
illustrated, enriched and strengthened by 
lucid decisions of the Supreme Court. 

The writer in the Nation, who wants 
good men protected and bad men punishi- 
ed, assumes that the Radicals are all good 
men and the Democrats are all bad men. 
“The saints should possess the earth,” is 
his argument, “and we are the saints.” 

The people of the North and South are 
the same; and human nature does not 
difler much in Maine and in Texas. Leave 
the Southern people to take care of them- 
selves and they are likely to take 
care of their domestic peace 
along with other interests. They 
do not preter a state of war to a state of 
peace. They do not love strife tor its 
own sake. That which bas produced so 
much trouble has been a conflict of 
jurisdiction in criffiinal cases. Between 
the two stools of Federal and local author- 
ity justice has too often tallen helpless to 
the ground, Here in Kentucky this has 
been shown repeatedly. The Federal 
courts are regarded as partisan tribunals, 
as hostile to the people, as, n all cases be- 


‘tween a white man anda black man, or- 


ganized to convict the white man. The 
State courts are regarded, on the other 
hand, as hostile to the blacks. There is, 
perbape, in both cases, much of prejudice 
and assumption. But the result is the 
same. The United States Marshal goes 
out with a posse to take a white man from 
jail and carry him before the Federal 
court. The man is charged with a crime 
for which he has been indicted according 
to law, and 1s waiting in prison to be tried 
by his peers. News comes that the Fede- 
ral authorities—organized to convict—are 
at hand. So the friends of the man, see- 
ing that he is to have no show given him, 
organize to turn him loose, and do so just 
before the Marshal appears on the scene. 

In its comments on the civil status of 
the Kuklux bill, the Nation shows very 
conclusively that it 1s not “an act to en- 
force the Fourteenth amendment.” Be- 
fore the adoption of the Fourteenth amend- 
ment, Which the Nation approves, it urges 
that classes of citizens within the limits of 
a State might be exposed to hostile local 
legislation. The Constitution of the United 
States contained no provision covering the 
case. But, as the Nation is especially 
strong on this point, let it speak. It 
says:

Uer- 
tainly in mo other way than by an oruanic ac’, 
ard the Legisiacure, belag the supreme power 
in aSta'e, is tts sole organic representa'ive. In 
other words,the onty wav possiole for a State to 
violate this amendment, the only way possible 
for the- amendment to be vielated by any one, ts 
by the pacsege of a law in confitct with its man- 
daus. The sole effect of the amendment upon 
such alaw istomake it utterly null and vid. 
This particular provision of the organic law 
needs no legislation to enforce it; it enforces it- 
sell; its effects are telt directly and at once; it ts 
exactly similar te this respect to the clauses 
which forvid the States from parsing biils of at- 
talnder, or ex-post-facto laws, or la vs tmpatr- 
ing eS tee of contracty. The only de- 
pa'tment of tne Govertment whic: it can ever 
call into action Is the judiciary. 


The Nation, very truly and very forci-
